It matters not with racegoers whether fortune 
blows hat or cold with Roamer whether he wins or 
1 <**<*s. llo is always greeted on his return to the 
scales witli thunders of applause. This is par- 
ticularly so with the fair sex. With other horses 
the.\ may Is* fickle and place their affections, lit re 
and there, witli the light-tipped fancy of a butter- 
fly. on one horse and then another as fortune 
smiles or frowns. But regarding Roamer it is al- 
ways tin* same — first and last, good tiny, bad day. 
in luck or out of it. the horse among horses. 

At one time this winter tin* ciian<*es were all 
against Itoamer taking part in the racing this year 

at least, the early spring meetings. He was a 
victim of the fever that swept through the stables 
at the Gravesend track like wildfire. Jack Golls- 
iMirottgh. Iiis trainer. l»elieves Roamer and his stable 
mate- as well as those in charge of Dick Miller- v- 
had a touch of the Spanish influenza. Seven*' 
times the old gelding’s temperature jum».>ed to 106 
and his trainer was alarmed. But each time when 
tin* fever in the old warrior’s veins was approaching 
the danger mark. Goldsborough checked the discus.* 
and brought his gelding back to the health zone. 

VACATION OF THREE MONTHS. 

Iloamer has had a vacation of three* months. 
During this period lie has been turned .ut in a lot 
at the Gravesend track to wander when* lie liked 
and to do what his fancy dictated — all, of course, 
within the confined space of his corral. The end 
of the racing season at the Empire City track — the 
final meeting of 191S in New York State — found 
Hi alter out of i**rfcct bodily conditiou. He was not 
sick. He was not well. But there was a jarring 
note in his sweet tem|x*rameiit — a temperament, if 
out* can say it alsnir a horse, which exemplifies 
that old saying. “One glad sweet song.*’ 

In order to tune the old gelding up again and 

bring him hack to racing this year at concert pitch. 
Goldsborough. who looks after Roamer as though 
he were a baby, decided to turn him out of train- 
ing so that he could romp and play for several 
months. Each morning after breakfast he was 
turned out in tlie lot. and each afternoon, before 

Old Sol said “good-night” in the west, he was 
placed in his stall. 

“Roamer Is a wonder horse.” recently said 

trainer Goldsborough. “He stands today without 
a blemish. His legs and feet are like iron, lie 
ha never taken a lame step. Bodily he is 

better today than lie was six years ago. when he 
liegnu to race as a two- year-old. There is not a 
pimple on him. He has raced all over America, 
lb- has traveled all kinds of distances from a short 
das! i to a long journe-’. And Im weighs now close 
io 1.100 pounds — more than lie ever did in his 

life.”

Only eight horses raced in the name of P. A. Clark in 191S and two of them did not win a cent. 
However, it is finality and not quantity that counts heavily in racing as in other pursuits and by virtue 
of numbering one equine whale in his small stable Mr. Clark wound up his campaign in tenth posi- 
tion in the winning owners’ list. Of his comfortable stable total of $42,111. his gallant Futurity win- 
ner, Dunboyne. turned in $32,030 and in money won was only excelled by five other horses. His victory 
in the Futurity was achieved with such ease that not a few good judges of horse form have been in- 
clined to assign him first place among the gof*d two-year-olds of last year. If all goes well with him 
lie will probably take a distinguished part in the big stake races for three-year-olds of 1919 ami is one 
of the lucky ones eligible to the $30,000 Latonia Championship Stakes at Latonia next fall. Of the other 
horses in the Clark stable Lion d’Or. Battle. Midnight Sun and Merry Princess each won more than

Tlie winter meeting at Oriental Park is now about 
half completed unless an extension is announced 
later. Alter an unusually long period of inclement 
weather and heavy track racing, tin* sport is now 
lieing conducted under ideal climatic conditions aud 
over a course as safe and fast as could be desired. 
The attendance has been exceedingly large and con- 
tinues to improve as tie* season advances. Since 
the opening of the meeting on Thanksgiving Day 
and until February 1 there were 293 races decided 
at Oriental Park aud $193,340 distributed in stakes 
aud purses. The lion’s share of the money distribu- 
tion lias faRea to tlie stables of F. D. Weir ami K. 
Spence, the former Icrfdlilg with $Tt7430. wtill* the 
Sjicnce winnings amount to $10,913. Cuban owners 
are next on tlie list. Honor A. II. Diaz being third 
with $3,443 to his credit and the Armenia Stable 
following with $4.3dO. The owners with stable

CINCINNATI. O.. February 4.— The sale of La 
tonia and Douglas Park to the Islington syndicate 
is an assured fact. Of course, the actual sale has 
has not l»eeu completed and the property has not 
been turned over, but $50,000 has been paid on tin 
purchase pri<*e. and this, of course, shows that 
Senator Johnson X. Camden and his associates mean 
business. Thirty -five days have been provided in 
which to actually complete the sale, hut it is be 
lieved that all the affairs can be wound up long 
Imfore that time if the syndicate sees fit to go ahead 
The sale is the biggest turf deal of any kind ever 
pulled off in Kentucky, and it is doubtful if there 
ever has been a bigger one in America. Of course 
more money has been spent in building Belmont 
Park and some other track*, bur this ileal has 
greater significance than the mere spending of 
money. 

It means perpetuating the thoroughbred in his 
native state. With one fell swoop, as it were, all 
props have l**en knocked from under the reformer 
who would do away with the noble sport, and lie 
is, left without a leg to stand upon. He had just 
one leg before, and that was alien ownership. But 
that is now gone, and the turf in Kentucky is safe 
and dry. 

Some few pessimists have been around predicting 
that the advent of the owner and the breeder into 
the rank of race track owners would do no good for 
the sjHirt : that the general public would Income 
distrustful of the si*»rt. Such a tiling could happen, 
but it will not happen with such men as Senator 
Camden. Alvin T. llert. James Brown, P. J. Hanlon. 
R. L. Baker and K. R. Bradley in control of tic 
track. Good, capable officers, with plenty of nervi 
to enforce tie* rules as laid down by tin* racing 
commission, will keep the sport clean aud above- 
board. 

POLITICAL OPPOSITION REMOVED. 

The transfer of tin* race tracks to the breeding 
syndicate means that most of the political op|Kisi- 
tion to horse racing has b**cn removed. There al- 
ways will be reformers who desire to sec their 
names in print, and who will go forth on crusade* 
to purify the moral atmosphere of the common - 
wea 1th. but witli such a widely distributed represen- 
tation of prominent persons in tin* jockey ciults their 
efforts will count for little. 

The horsemen are going to 1** well provided for 
by the new owners, but tin* horsemen must not for- 
get. that it is the dear old public which pays Tin* 
bills, aud a seasonable umoiiin of the earnings, at 
Latonia especially, need to la* devoted to improve- 
ments. It is quite likely that when a manager 
has been named that lie will see the need for many 
improvements at the old course. 

Since the sale of the race tracks virtually has 
been assured there can be no harm in saying that 
one of the main reasons for tie* deal was tin* fact 
that the Douglas Park Jockey flub has a suit pend- 
ing in the Supreme t’ourt at Washington which 
would have come imi for hearing some time this 
summer. I: will la* remembered that some two 
years ago the Douglas Park Jm-key Club attacked 
the racing commission cn the grounds that the com- 
mission was not vested with authority to make 
the tracks offer a definite sum to their purse 
events. The jockey club was defeated in all the 
Kentucky Courts and appealed the ease to tin* 
Supreme Court. Tlie latter court refused to jtermit 
the ease to In* advanced on the calendar, which 
gave many persons the impression that it had been 
dis|M>s«*d of. Such was not the case. :.o when Sen- 
ator Camden and his associates by taking over the 
race tracks also disposed of this suit they performed 
a doubt* service. If the ’lowers of the racing com- 
mission had thus been curtailed, its efforts to regn 
late and purify the sport would have been negligible. 
By buying Douglas Park there exists no reason 
to pres* the suit, so it will be droiqied and all will 
be serene in the sport of racing. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

The distance of race 41198 was one mil«* and sev- 
enty yards instead of one mile and twenty yards as 
printed. 

Jack Adler is considered tin* “champion salesman 
of the turf.” for it was through his ability and 
management that over $2. 300.000 wortli of Liberty 
Bonds were sold on the eastern race tracks last 
year. 

The Boston Work-Horse Relief Association has 
a free hospital in the City of Boston for horses 
owned by poor men. and no charge whatever is 
made. Any Jiorse ill be received in case of emer- 
gency. 

W. L. Oliver will have a string of eight horses 
for the spring campaign over the Maryland aud 
New York tracks. They include old Kewcssa. Kilts 
II.. Belario. New Haven. Crumpsall. Musket, Beauty 
Sleep and Auctioneer. 

Seigt. Martin J. Murphy has scut from France an 
application for a trainer’s license to the Jockey 
Club, witli the expectation of returning home by 
the end of February. Murphy is said to have seen 
considerable fighting at Arras, Lorraine, Chateau 
Thierry and Verdun. 

Trainer W. II. Karrick say* In* has iu his charge 
a three -year -old that will iuiVe to 1*- given due 
consideration when the probable winners of ihe big 
stake* in that division nr** being discussed. lie 
refers to Sweep On. the property of W. II. ('»**. 
which has improved wonderfully during the winter 
mouths.

the remainder of this afternoon’s card left nothing 
to enthuse over, and the running of four of the 
dashes brought in form somersault*, the winners 
iu their last essays having been beaten decisively, 
under conditions practically similar to those govern- 
ing this afternoon. One of the chief form flops 
was that of Ninety Simplex, which was given 
confident backing this afternoon and showed a li?gh 
order of sim«*d from the start to ultimately win 
easily; but his success was mainly attributable to 
the attempted rough riding of Connelly, who forced 
Tito into tlie deeiiest i»axt of the track in the stretch. 
But the interference was ignored by Mooney, the 
rider of Tito, who failed to lodge a claim of foul 
against the offender. Whether it would have beep 
allowed is problematical, as the officials were not 
called to rule on the incident. 

W. C. Clancy’s Pickwick again figured in a win- 
ning performance when lie accounted for the feature, 
and t Iti-s time triumphed over his former conqueror. 
Korbly. to which he was also conceding weight. 
Pickwick aud Korbly absorbed most of the betting 
attention on the race, but near the close there w..s 
a panicky splurge on Blackie Daw. which caused 
his quotation to come tumbling. Blackie Daw had 
no mishaps iu the race, but the lmxt he could do 
was to land In third place. 

W. F. Knelielkamp uncovered a smart looking 
miss in his Ivan the Terrible filly Pop Eyes, 
which proved herself thoroughly at home in the 
going and led Oleaster aud Rainbow Division to 
tlie finish. 

Paul Connelly ran in bis best form this after- 
noon and accounted for the purse in the second 
race after a spirits! drive with Sosius and Earlv 
Sight. 

Searpia II. showed the most speed in the third 
race, and under Rowan’s tricky tactics managed to 
outstay Bathilde, with the weakly ridden Emiitana 
landing third place. Rowan’s attempt at rough 
riding in the stretch brought him a suspension of 
six days by the stewards. 

PETIT BLEU’S SHOWING BAD. 

Bombast proved best in the fifth rucae and suc- 
ceeded in outstaying the suddenly improved Ben 
iiamiisou. Petit Bleu’s showing iu this was had 
and she was beaten off. 

The final race found Hondo master of his opposi- 
tion and he led all the way. with the suddenly im- 
proved Adelante pressing him hard at the finish 
and Luther coming third. 

Chris Martin, who had his license revoked ;:s a 
result of the disgraceful showing of Kentucky Boy 
during the first week of the Fair Grounds meeting, 
had his license restored this afternoon. Judge 
Murphy holding him sufficiently punished for his 
alleged lack of attention to l»»s calling in having 
sent Kentucky Boy to the post in an apparently 
unfit condition. 

\V. Perkins lias parted with Trusty. disjto.siug 
of him to \V. Cain for $900. 

Jockey Barrett was suspended for four days by 
the starter for disobedience at the |K»st in the last 
race. 

Jockey Elisor lias changed Ids mind aliout going 
cast and will remain and ride here. 

Secretary J. It. Campbell of Oaklawu. Hot 
Springs, is distributing blanks to .owners here for 
stable application and is receiving more requests for 
stall space than can conveniently 1** handled. The 
rules of tin* Kentucky State Racing Commission will 
govern the rueing at Hot Springs except where they 
conflict with the track rules. The innovation of 
charging $10 for jockeys* and trainers’ licenses will 
also Im* put into effect this year at the Oakluwn 
track. 

This was tin* second ladies’ day at the track, but 
the threatening weather had much to do with re- 
ducing the usual large attendance on these occa- 
sions. With additional* rniu in prospect it will be 
>«ome days Imfore the track again borders ou fast; 
meantime “path” racing will la* the order and form 
levers.! Is inevitable. 

Joseph McLennan has javsted a notice advising 
horsemen who inteud to race ou tracks under the 
Jurisdiction of tlie Jockey Club to apply for licenses 
and register their colors without ilelay.

LONDON. Eng.. January 20. — A show of tlior- 
mghbred stallions suitable for getting half-bred 
horses will be held at I lie Park Paddocks. New- 
market. iu conjunction with tin* Hunters’ Improve- 
ment and National Light Horse Breeding Society 
on March 4 ami 3. 

King George has offered for competition a cup for 
tin* champion stallion in tin* show to which a king’s 
premium is awarded, to be selected from among I In* 
•tuitions recommended for super -premiums. Tli • 
cui* will Im* held by the winner for one year only, 
and must then be returned to the Hoard of Agricul 
ture. A gold medal will also be awarded by the 
Board of Agriculture to tlie owner of the champion 
stallion. 

Sixty king’s premiums of the average value of 
293 iMMinds arc offered by tlie Board of Agri- 
culture for award to thoroughbred stallions not 
under four or over twenty years old. to travel pre- 
scribed districts in England and Wales. Super 
premiums of the value of loo pound*, paid at tic- 
time of award, will in addition to ordinary premium 
Is* given to selected stallions of exceptional mer'i. 
Nut more than twelve will In- awarded in 1919.

RECREATION WORTH $7,500,000 



Value Placed Upon Fun Derived from Use of the 
National Forests. 



WASHINGTON. D. C. f February 4.— Last year 
the national forests provided $7,500,000 worth of 
recreation to the people of the United States, ac 
cording to a statement of Landscape Architect Frank 
A. Waugh in his publication “Recreation Uses of 
the National Forests.” just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The government charges no admission fee to these 
great reereation grounds, containing some of the 
finest hunting, fishing and camping places in the 
world; hut if citizens had paid the minimum price 
demanded for wholesome recreation by commercial 
dealers in that commodity and willingly paid by 
the public the total would have reached the above 
amount. 

More than 3,000.000 people spent on an average 
not less than twenty -five hours in the forests, so 
that the number of hours of recreation was at least 
75.000,000. A valuation of ten cents an hour equals 
the cost of a cheap movie. But the charge to t lie 
public for hunting or fishing, for visiting the won 
ders of the national monuments, for access to some 
of the finest scenery in the world, for automobiling 
and picnicking was nothing, a low price to pay for 
$7,500,000 worth of recreation.

FISHING FOR ALLIGATORS 



Good Sport and Big Game in Plenty 
on the Santee River. 



One Trophy of Four Hundred Pounds 
and Thirteen 
Feet. 



Mv brother Tom. who is an incurable lover of the 
wilds as I am. had written me many months before- 
hand to 1*e sure to arrange to meet him toward Die 
end of August. We were to hum alligators on the 
lower reaches of the Santee. I say “hunt” rather 
than “fish for” because a good rifle is a necessary 
part of the tackle used in this exciting sport. 
Of course 1 had written my brother to count 
on me. Next to strafing Fritzie. there is certainly 
no American sporl more unusual, more diverting, 
and more enjoyable than going after alligators, 
writes Archibald Rutledge in Forest and Stream. 

There was one feature about this trip that added 
peculiarly to tin* pleasure of it; we were going out 
in the same spirit with which ranchers hunt tim1»er 
wolves «*r cowboys follow catamounts. We were 
acting in self -defense. My brother’s plantation 
has. as a considerable part of it. a large wild 
island on the Santee delta. On this island lie raised 
his hogs— some 250 head of Tamworlhs every year. 
Of these hogs the alligators had been taking heavy 
toll. My brother had already made away with 
several of the big solitary bull ’gators; but lie 
was so busy during the early mouths of tin* year 
with the starting and the cultivation of crops on tin* 
plantation that he had had no time to hunt these 
monsters in a systematic way. He therefore de- 
cided to wait for my coming, and timed my visit 
s<» that it would fall during the period of slack 
work on the plantation. 

From Charleston 1 drove northward forty- two 
miles through pinelands. Those woods are full of 
deer, turkeys and quail: but as the time was in 
late August, my thoughts were of other kinds of 
game. I passed in this drive several large i»onds 
or lakes in tin* woods; strange and melancholy 
lxxlies of water, surrounded by moss-draped cy- 
presses. dottell with great lily-pads, spectral and 
silent and placid. 

FISH AND GAME IN PLENTY. 

1 knew these places U> be full of large mouthed 
bass, perch, mormoutli and even alligators; but I 
passed them without regret, for I knew that the 
sport on the plantation would surpass anything 
that wayside sjiort of the journey might afford. 

I saw much small game along the road; fox 
squirrels, black and gray, covies of quail about 
half-grown, and one*- a flock of young wild turkeys; 
there were woodducks. too, in considerable flocks, 
young but full-grown. At last, just before sun- 
down. I reached the plantation gateway. Beyond, 
the old home wnh*<>mod me, ami soon I saw my 
brother standing expectantly on the piazza, looking 
for me. It is a good thing for brothers, after long 
separation and after the years have liegtin to tel! 
their story, to meet again as boys and to think 
and feel and act as they did twenty years before. 

We sat down to a plantation dinner, and since 
tin* nature of sueli a dinner may la* indefinite to 
th*» reader, I shall proceed to make him envious. 
Remember, it wa> midsummer, and the day had 
lieen a hot one. But the evening was coming, and 
the great plantation house was cool and shadowy. 
Martha, the ancient negro cook, brought in a 
snowv dish of steaming rice, and soon she sup 
piemen ted this by the chicken that, in honor of my 
coining, she had donated to the feast. The first 
sweet potatoes of the season wen* on the table, 
with sugar oozing from their delicately browned 
skins. Wo had a Lugo pitcher of fresh milk — for 
thirst. There were juleps also for good cheer. 
Finally I heard Martha puffing down the hall, and 
in she came with the most formidable watermelon 
that 1 have ever seen. It had been cooling for 
twelve hours in a barrel of rain water. 

“1 saved this one for you,” *aid Tom as he 
sank a long knife into the inelun. which, apparently 
at the touch of the blade, cracked ami broke open, 
disclosing a matchless heart, ruby red aud frosted 
with cold. After that there were scupperuoug 

grapes, muscadines, too, that some of the negroes 



had brought in. Then we had cigars on the porch 
in the twilight, and perhaps other juleps, though on 
that point I am somewhat hazy. • 

EQUIPMENT FOR ’GATOR FISHING. 

The morning found us ready for our hunt. My 
brother had seen to it that everything should be 
ready. * We had a long rowboat, “big enough to 
carry three men and one bull alligator,” Tom said. 
We had a .30-80 Winchester. Lying in the boat 
were a dozen significant -looking lines. These con- 
sisted of lengths of stout small rope, lik*- a clothes- 
line, about fifty feet long. To each was attached 
an alligator hook. My brother picked up one of 
these and said to me: 

”I)o you remember how we used to try to catch 
’gators ‘with shark hooks? Well, you will also re- 
member that we had mighty little luck with that 
big tackle. I have tried this scheme and it works 
to perfection. All I do is to take these two 
sea ha sa lns>ks and lay them back to buck. Then this 
heavy fishing «*ord is run through the eyes, allowing 
a loop by which the heavier line is attached. A 
’gator, especially a wise old bull, will taste a large 
hook and will spit out the bait, hook and all. But 
In* will swallow this kind of a lu*ok because he never 
know that it’s in the bait until he has swallowed 
it.” 

The last item of our equipment was Prime. He is 
a negro of about my age. My brother and I had 
been brought up on the plantation, and he had 
always lieen with us in ail our adventures and 
escapades. Now. though a man, lie was as much a 
lx>y as either of us when it came to hunting or 
fishing. And let me say that when a southern 
negro is a woodsman, he is a good one. Prince 
had always been to us an invaluable man ou any 
kind of a sporting expedition, and not the least 
reason for our wanting to have him along was on 
account of liis prodigious smiling qualities. That 
smile of his can accommodate a whole slice from a 
twenty -pound watermelon. Hunt with a man who 
smiles. I say, ami though you may lose your game, 
you will keep your religion. 

With a preliminary grin, presaging a day of old- 
time sport. Prince settled down to the oars, turned 
the l*oat’s bow upstream, ami began to croon an old 
negro melody, timing himself to the beat of the 
oars. My brother had put me in the bow with the 
rifle; he kept the stern. 

“We want some ’gjfn*r bait first,” lie had said, 
“but don’t pass up a iMpice shot at a good ’gator.” 

HOW TO T10 FOR GREAT REPTILE. 

As we moved along the shrouded shores of the 
Santee I was alert for anything that might suffice 
for bait for the lines. That country is fecund with 
life of all kinds, and we had uot gone half a mile 
before I gathered in several swamp rabbits, some 
squirrels, five big owls aud a water turkey. Any 
one of these makes excellent ’gator bait. 

At this time wo began to put out the lines. A 
man must know how to set a ’gator line. An 
amateur would have uo more success than would a 
tyro setting a trap for a gray wolf. First, a 

“crawl” must be located; that is, a place where, 
as tracks, mashed marsh and other forms of evi- 
dence plainly show, the alligator has lieen accus- 
tomed to eotne out to sun himself on the river 
bank. To a tree or to a st.-ike driven into the mud 
near this the end of a line is attached. Then, 
having carefully concealed the hook iu the bait, 
this is hung up above the water — usually about a 
f«*ot. This is done by sticking in the mud on the 
water’s edge a dead forked stick that will collapse 
as soon as the line is pulled. The ’gator prefers 
to take his food in that way. Besides, if it were 
left in the water it would soon be devoured by the 
big bullheads and the voracious garfish with which 
this typical southern river abounds. Some hunters 
claim that the alligator prefers his meat tainted, 
but then* is little to supis*rt this. True, lie will 
ravenously take carrion, yet there is nothing to 
show that he has a predilection for it. Since most 
of liis diet consists of fish, he must eat that 
fresh, and In hundreds of Instances I have known an 
alligator to take, eat and apparently relish meat 
that was so fresh as to be hardly cold. As this 
account will show, all the bait that we used wa9 
fresh. I have, however, known of bait being 
taken after having remained on the line in the sun 
for several days. The fact is. the alligator is such 
an utter brut** that delicacy in any maimer, least 
of all in eating, is foreign to liis nature. 

One by oue w*e set the liues in the manner indi- 
cated. Three times 1 shot at sw'iuimiug ’gators, 
but the target was too difficult. The ’gator would 
show nothing more than his nose and his e>0, and 
as both he aud I were moving, it w r as no easy 
matter to place a bullet iu the little home-place 
right behind that bulging eye. However, my fourth 
chance gave me a score. I heard the bullet strike 



the hard place covering the alligator’s brain. The 
creature’s tail was for n moment high in the air; 
then he did a nose dive. Finally he rolled over, his 
paws projecting from the trim soiled water. They 
looked gruesomely like hands. Prince meanwhile 
had rowed forward with all his might. Just as the 
alligator was sinking 1 caught him by his foreleg. 
The three of us drew him slowly iuto the boat. 
Though dead, there were convulsive muscular move- 
ments. especially of the tail, and these Prince 
eyed with rueful apprehension. 

“He don’t die,” the negro kept saying, “ ’till 
sundowm.” 

It was a pretty specimen w'e had secured. It 
measured nine feet. Its color on the back and 

sides were the jettiest black, though, of course, 
stained with river mud. On the underside the 
color was creamy white. He would weigh about 
two hundred and fifty pounds. From the size of 
his teeth and the powerful development of his 
jaws we judged him to lie an old ’gator — a bull 
in the prime of his life — but he was not the monster 
that we were shortly to see. 

BIG BULL ’GATOR GETS INTO ACTION. 

We had set the lost line, and were planning to 
go ashore for a little lunch. Our plan was to set 
the lines, to prowl about on th^ mainland pine 
ridges for awhile, to rest there and have lunch; 
then to drift downstream in the afternoon, revisiting 
the lines that we had set iu the morning. But our 
little plan and our thoughts yearning julepw’ard 
w'ere to be ui*set. We were moving along quietly, 
a marshy bank almost overhanging tli* boat. The 
tide was rather low*, and the waters in receding 
had left this mud -and -water reed bank apparently 
suspended. Suddenly, without warning, while Printe 
was crooning one of his mournfully sw*eet ditties, 
and while both Tom and I wore rather drowsy 
from our setting the many lines in. the sun blazing 
on the river, like some gigantic black torpedo 
driven from the battleship wall of the bank, a huge 
bull alligator launched himself. He had been 
sleeping on that high muddy ledge where the tide 
hod left him. and we had approached to within a few 
yards of him. His spring was the oddest and yet 
the most awe-inspiring spectacle that: I have ever 
seen in wild life. His vast proportions, liis dragon- 
like scales, the grim ferocity of the tightly set 
jaws and the formidable strength behind that 
latmcliod spring had a paralyzing effect ui>on me. 
I heard my brother exclaim. I heard Prince be- 
hind me say. ”0 God! de grandpa!” I threw up 
the rifle and fired hastily wdiile the tremendous 
reptile was actually in flight. When he crashed 
into the water his impact jetted water all over 
us, while wild waves rocked the boat. Beneath the 
surface he vanished. 

“Missed him,” I said. “The blamed thing scared 
me.” 

“No, Cap’n.” said Prince. ‘‘You did’nt miss him. 
I done see how he land, on his side. If he ain’t 
dead, he will hab bellyache all summer.” 

In confirmation of Prince’s opinion out of the 
apparently noncommittal waters of the river there 
rose steadily but driftingly the blood of the ’gator. 
As the bubbling up of oil indicates the death -wound 
to a submarine, so this blood indicated that the 
big bull had l>eon reached by the .30-30. Yet whether 
the wound had been vital we could not say. More- 
over, as the river at that place was about fifty 
feet deep, there was small chance for investigating. 
We wished to inquire after this submerged dragon’s 
health, but it was impossible. 

“He will rise,” Prince assured us, “when his gall 
done bust.” 

“And when will that be?” I asked. 

“By day — clean day after tomorrow'.” the negro 
answered. 

And I was not unwilling to listen; for these 
negro sayings often have in them an element of 
truth. And. as matters turned out, we were to 
hear more of this same grandpa. 

Prince pulled 11s ashore to a little landing that 
formerly had l*»en used by a lumber company. 
Here in the delicious shade that near u river 
always seems fragrant, on a pile of old cypress logs, 
we ate our lunch. My brother had filled the thermos 
bottle with julep, which, with the sprigs of tender 
mint in it made a man forget all troubles of this 
world and the next. We smoked and talked and 
watched the river, on wiiose yellow surface we 
could nearly always see the black head of an alli- 
gator. At one time, from this single point, we 
counted eight alligators. But we did not shoot at 
them. To miss them was to waste ammunition, and 
to kill them was merely to lose them in those 
deep waters. 

DEER, TURKEYS, RATTLERS, VULTURES. 

After our siesta on the logs we wandered back 
for a distance through the pines. We saw one 
buck, still in velvet, but let him alone. There 
were plenty of fresh turkey tracks iu stretches of 
damp sand, but the birds were not seen. When 
Prince, who was walking out a thicket of latys for 
us. thinking to start the turkeys so that we might 
at least have a look at them, began to shout that 
he had made the acquaintance of a rattlesnake. \vt 
decided that it was time to return to the boat. 
But first we killed the snake — a diamond-black 
with fourteen rattles. He had just shed his skin, 
and was of a most beautiful black -smd- gold shade. 
He seemed unusually irritated, and I have no doubt 
but that his new skin was tender, and that his 
nerves were thereby kept on edge. 

When we reached the boat my attention was at- 
tracted to a strange object floating down the river. 
It was perhaps the oddest sight that ever came into 
my vision. Some carcass was evidently floating 
down. On it were standing three vultures, taking 
their obscene repast. Yet every other minute they 
would rise awkwardly iu the air. while the floating 
body would Ik* drawn under by some invisible 
jwwer. We started in the boat to see what might 
be adrift, and as we neared the buzzards reluctantly 
left it. It was a large hog. Following it were 
several ’gators which had evidently been disputing 
with the carrion birds the possession of the carcass. 

A little way down the river we noticed a vast 
concourse of these same birds. They were 
gathered at a certain place along the shore. The 
cypress tn.*es then* were literally mourning with 
them. We decided to investigate. We were still 
on my brother’s property, this being the far north- 
ern end of the plantation, and we thought that 
some of liis stock might have come to distress. 
When we reached the place the buzzards scattered 
in their heavy, disgruntled fashion. I was put 
ashore to discover what the birds were after. As 
the ground was clear of underbrush, it was no 
difficult task to look the place over, but there was 
nothing in sight. I circled for some time*, but 
without finding any dead tiling. Finally, on re- 

turning to the lw>at, my eye fell 011 something 
bright that projected from a little pile of sedgy 
trash. I picked it up. It was an old can of 

sardines that some high tide had drifted and lodged 
there. Carelessly I threw it iuto the boat. Tom 
and Prince eyed it. 

“Fish,” said Prince; ‘‘and dat’s what them buz- 
zards been after.” 

It was as he had said. Hereafter, if anyone 
should question me concerning the scenting power 
of a turkey vulture, I believe that this example of 

the bird’s wonderful power in that respect -will be 

convincing proof. 

VARIED DENIZENS OF THE SWAMPS. 

As we drifted down the river we could not but be 
impressed with the abundance of wild life every- 
where apparent. There w'as never a moment when 
at least one ’gator was not in sight. Sailing with 
the characteristic splendor of his flight we saw a 
male bald-headed eagle crossing the delta. From 
quiet estuaries that made in from the river we 
flushed small flocks of woodducks. In a corner of 
a cypress swamp that we passed there were hun- 
dreds of snowy egrets. They had nested there, 
my brother told me. and lu* had kept the plume 
hunters away. Far up iu the distant summer >ky 
we saw a great flock of wood ibises — great stately 
birds as large as great blue herons, with striking 
white and black plumage. In the tliickety banks 
along tile river there were birds innumerable— 
chiefly these were red-wings, cardinals, brow’n 
thrashers and soras. But what made wild life seem 
most abundant was the positively amazing number of 
w’ater moccasins. And these were the genuine 
things — cotton -mouths with a vengeance. We saw 
them swimming, on the muddy shores, coiled in th** 
marsh^ and lying on bushes that overhung the 
water. T’gly brutes they were, with txwlies about 
as shapely as the dub-horn of a buck. Their temper 
is exceedingly irritable; their manner is truculent; 
their bite is deadly. At least their venom is highly 
virulent. But our boatman, Prince, bad twice been 
struck and he recovered. One snake that struck 
him was quite small, but it struck him in the 
fleshy part of the leg. This bite gave him moro 
trouble than th** other, which had been dealt by 
a monster, which had. however, delivered the blow 
on llic shin, where there is small circulation. This 
show’s that snake bit** depends for its seriousness 
chiefly on the part of the body against which the 
blow is launched. The ueck is probably the most 
vital. The poiut under the thigh where the great 
femoral artery nears the surface is likewise vital. 

I once knew a hunter to l»e struck there by a 
rattlesnake as he wan sitting down on a log to have 
lunch. The venom was delivered so directly in the 
blood that the victim died within twelve minutes. 
On the other hand, I once had a negro woman run 
to me screaming from her work in a rice field, 
leashed behind her with liis fangs fast in the cal- 
lous pad of her heel waS a cot ton- mouth. The 
snake was killed and the woman suffered from nerv- 
ous shock only, for none of the venom reached the 
blood. 

A half mile downstream we came to the first liue, 
W’hich was as we had left it. Below, however, 
where the second was, we saw a white object, 



and the water was being kicked up by something. 
We thought at first that the object was tt dead 
egret, but this proved a mistake. Oddly enough, it 
would appear on the surface and then reappear. Not 
until we were fairly upon it did we discover that 
it wax u small ’gator, about five feet long, fast 
to the hook. But it w’as not alive. It had been 
killed by a monster ’gator, which had actually 
been playing cannibal as we came up. I did nor 
see this second alligator, but the dead one showed 
the unmistakable marks of huge, blunt teeth, and 
the tanned skin, now in my possession, showed the 
odd holes. We hauled the ’gator aboard and con- 
tinued our course. 

SONG OF THE WOUNDED SAURIAN. 

As we were pulling away from shore there ran;* 
to our ears one of those sounds which is rare in 
nature — and awe-inspiring. The lion can thrill 
with his roaring; the timber wolf can with liis 
howl. I have heard a wild bull on a lonely s;*ji 
! island make a fearsome noise. The bull alligator can 
sing such a song, and it was such a solo that we 
hoard. It is not often that a man is privileged 
to hear that sound in the wilds. It bears small 
resemblance to the commotion that ’gators in a rep- 
tile house sometimes set up. It is long-drawn. 
Jeep, melodious in a fearsom** way. It seems t*> 
be the challenging call of *» mature bull; but it 
may serve as a love note as well. It is seldom 
heard save in the early spring and at night. It there- 
fore surprised me much to hear it late in the 
summer on a bright afternoon. As we passed down 
the river the uote became more formidable. It had 
in it an indefinable grimness. We wondered if we 
were to see the great creature, and if so, would it 
be possible to get a shot at him? 

As we neared one of the lines we saw a black 
form lying high on the surface of the water, in a 
position most unusual for a ’gator, which is used 
to slinking along the surface. I had my rifle up 
for a shot when Tom said, “He’s hooked. Don’t 
shoot yet.” 

“Dat’s the same halligator what’s doing the 
singin’,” Prince said. 

Both he and Tom were right. The bull was on 
the line, and liis roaring had been du** t<* pain, 
or else to a melancholy view of the situation iu 
which he found himself. As far ns my e\|M*rien**e 
extends this was the first instance of an alligator 
giving vent to any sound when hooked. There was 
•iomething terrible aud impressive about tills huge 
saurian’s complaint. But he was not too sorry f**r 
himself not to show fight. He plunged beneath th** 
surface as we neared him. I had to get out and 
take hold of the line. We had a sharp tussle for 
five minutes, but I couldn’t bring him from the 
bottom. My feet sank in the mud. aud the r*q»e 
seemed to sink in my hands. Finally Prince earn** 
to my rescue. Prince’s feet, through a lifetime of 
going barefoot, supported him on soft muil as 
inowshoes would on snow. He brought the great, 
bull to the surface, and the rifle finished him. 
Tom said he was especially glad to get this old 
bull, for from the island near where we had caught 
him a dozen or more half -grown Tamworths had 
disappeared, and no doubt this ’gator had accounted 
for them. He was large enough t<* bear the blame 
for almost any kind of a raid. His length was 
thirteen feet, and his weight was well over four 
hundred pounds. 

PLENTY OF ALLIGATORS ON HOOKS. 

We eould not take this monster into the boat, so 
we towed him down to a landing, where we left 
all three alligators. Prince disappeared for a mo- 
ment, and ou returning he was followed by several 
aegroes of that part of the plantation. All of them 
were busily sharpening knives, smiling and looking 
until satisfaction at our kill lying on the shore. 
We have a regular agreement on the plantation that 
the negroes can have all the ’gator meat if they 
will deliver to us the hides, well skinned, and the 
teeth. Alligator steak, especially that cut from tin* 
slab- like tail, is Said to lie excellent. I haye not 
-ampled any as yet. for it is reptile flesh, but 
the negr«K*s declare that it makes a man happy 
ind courageous. 

Between that landing and the house we caught 
four other ’gators on the set lines. Judging from 
the bait that was taken, squirrel was the favorite, 
with barred owl a close second. Non** of 1hes«* 
alligators was more than eight feet in length. But 
seven in a short day was going pretty strong; then 
there was the leviathan which laid jumped off tin- 
shelving bank. As I said, we w’ere to hear from him. 

It was the next afternoon that a dusky hunter 
came t<* the house to report that the “grandpa ol» 
all de ’gators” had gone ashore on the far south- 
ward ixdnt of the island. When questioned as to the 
creature’s wounds, he said, “One ball, sub, done 
darken liis eye.” 

Tom and I visited the place a day later. There 
on a marshy shore lay the vast reptile. On account 
of his condition we could not save the hide, but 
we measured him a* In* lay — fifteen feet nine 
inches! My chance shot had gone home, and tin* 
tide and the creature’s convulsions had brought* it 
iown tin? river. It had risen as Prince had pre- 
dicted it would, and then had drifted ashore. We 
got the teeth from that bull. They look like 
young elephant tusks. 

1 have described the one day’s alligator hunting. 
There were others to follow, and ere the weeks 
came t<» an end, Tom and I were to have twenty - 
nine hides drying, preparatory to being tanned. 
We had not killed off all the ’gators by any means, 
for there were still many in the river, but w*> he I 
iccounted for some of the worst of the old rascals. 
Even Prince, who is phlegmatic by nature, was 
impressed by the extent of our sport. 

“God A’mighty,” he said (meaning no irrev- 
erence). “but we dMW make a war on «!<-m 1*.: 1 - 
ligator. Cap’n,” lie added to my brother, “dem 
hog can root in peace now.”

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



PARIS. France. February 4. — It is indispensable 
that a commission of control should be immediately 
sent to the Teschen edai fields in Austria Silesia 
to prevent any conflict between the Czechs and 
the Poles, according to the signatories to an agre* 
ment drawn up in the form of a truce until 1 In- 
peace conference can settle the rival claims. The sig- 
natories are President Wilson. Premier Lloyd Georg.* 
of England, Premier Clemenecau of France. Premier 
Orlando of Italy and M. Dmowski, Polish peace 
delegate. The agreement provides for the dis- 
tribution of military guards along the Teschen 
railway (which passes through territory claimed by 
both the Czechs and the Poles) and for civil 
administration. 

LONDON, Eng., February 4. — Leaders of the elec- 
trical workers’ union today threatened to plunge h«* 
city into darkness on Thursday night and cripple 
all electric railways unless the government inter- 
venes in the national strike. The cabinet has de- 
cided to grant the railway clerks’ demand for recog- 
nition, thus forestalling their joining the strike, 
but a sinister leaflet campaign continues, says th** 
Daily Express. The Bolshevik leaders are urging a 
national railway strike ou Sunday. 

LAWRENCE. Mass., February 4. — The presence 
of I. W. W. leaders, the discovery of I. W. W. 
hatbands and the singing of I. W. W. sons s hav** 
caused the Lawrence police to exercise extraordi- 
nary vigilance to prevent any outbreaks among 
the striking textile workers. It is estimated tiiat 
there are more than 25,000 workers out today, either 
on strike, through failure to go to work, or forced 
out of work by the strike. 

LONDON, Eng.. February 4. — The Bolshevik gov- 
ernment in Russia is calling all classes between the 
ages of 29 and 45 to the colors and the latest order 
of the congress of Soviets is preparing for war on 
all fronts, said a Helsingsfors dispatch to The 
Times today. The Bolshevists are aiming to bring 
alnnit a general revolution. 

STOCKHOLM. Sweden. February 4. — Three hun- 
dred persons were massacred by Bolshevik troops at 
Kharkov, in Ckrainia, said a dispatch from Hel- 
singsfors today. 



TIMBER WOLVES DESTROY BIG GAME 



Giant timber wolves in unprecedented numbers are 
ravaging the moose and other big game herds of 
northern Manitoba, according to reports from Indian 
hunters. The Indian trappers are carrying rifles 
on all their journeys this season. Recently a trap- 
per said lie came across a big moose lying on the 
ground still alive, but with half a thigh chewed *>ff. 
The trapper had frightened the wolves away before* 
they could finish their worl^ of destruction. 
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
